ACADEMIC  COSTUMES 


The  academic  costume,  consisting  of  cap,  gown,  and  hood,  originated 
in  about  the  twelfth  century.  It  was  primarily  worn  for  warmth.  Subse- 
quently, the  material  of  the  gown  and  the  lining  and  shape  of  the  hood 
represented  the  economic  and  social  as  well  as  the  academic  status  of  the 
wearer. 

In  the  United  States  the  great  majority  of  the  academic  costumes  now 
worn  are  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Code  of  1895.  Under  this  code,  bachelors'  gowns  are  made  with  pointed 
sleeves ;  masters'  gowns  are  made  with  long  closed  sleeves  with  an  arc  near 
the  bottom  and  slits  for  the  arms;  doctors'  gowns  are  made  with  round 
open  sleeves.  All  gowns  are  black.  In  foreign  countries,  gowns  are  of 
various  colors. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are 
faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  with  three  velvet  bars  across  the  sleeves. 
The  facing  and  bars  may  be  black  or  they  may  be  the  color  of  the  field  of 
study.  Material  of  the  gown  and  hood  is  usually  of  cotton  or  worsted  for 
the  bachelors'  gowns  and  silk  for  the  masters'  and  doctors'  gowns.  Gowns 
are  worn  open,  except  for  the  bachelor's  which  is  closed  at  the  top  only. 
Women  may  wear  white  collars  with  a  bachelor's  gown  when  no  hood  is 
worn. 

Hoods  are  also  black.  The  doctor's  hood  is  four  feet  in  length;  the 
master's,  three  and  one-half  feet;  and  the  bachelor's,  three  feet.  Hoods  are 
lined  with  the  official  colors  of  the  university.  At  the  University  of  Illinois, 
these  are  orange  and  blue.  The  border  of  the  hood,  which  is  two  inches, 
three  inches,  and  five  inches  wide  for  the  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctor's 
degrees  respectively,  identifies  the  faculty  or  department  of  study  to  which 
the  degree  pertains. 

The  black  mortarboard  cap  is  standard  in  the  United  States.  Doctors 
wear  a  gold  tassel.  Usually  all  other  tassels  are  black,  but  where  the  grad- 
uating seniors  do  not  wear  a  hood,  as  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  the 
color  of  the  cap  tassel  indicates  the  department  of  study.  Tassels  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  are  always  worn  on  the  left  front  quarter  of  the  cap. 
Caps  are  customarily  removed  only  during  prayers,  and  then  by  men  only.

ACADEMIC  COSTUMES 


The  academic  costume,  consisting  of  cap,  gown,  and  hood,  originated 
in  about  the  twelfth  century.  It  was  primarily  worn  for  warmth.  Subse- 
quently, the  material  of  the  gown  and  the  lining  and  shape  of  the  hood 
represented  the  economic  and  social  as  well  as  the  academic  status  of  the 
wearer. 

In  the  United  States  the  great  majority  of  the  academic  costumes  now 
worn  are  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Code  of  1895.  Under  this  code,  bachelors'  gowns  are  made  with  pointed 
sleeves ;  masters'  gowns  are  made  with  long  closed  sleeves  with  an  arc  near 
the  bottom  and  slits  for  the  arms;  doctors'  gowns  are  made  with  round 
open  sleeves.  All  gowns  are  black.  In  foreign  countries,  gowns  are  of 
various  colors. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are 
faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  with  three  velvet  bars  across  the  sleeves. 
The  facing  and  bars  may  be  black  or  they  may  be  the  color  of  the  field  of 
study.  Material  of  the  gown  and  hood  is  usually  of  cotton  or  worsted  for 
the  bachelors'  gowns  and  silk  for  the  masters'  and  doctors'  gowns.  Gowns 
are  worn  open,  except  for  the  bachelor's  which  is  closed  at  the  top  only. 
Women  may  wear  white  collars  with  a  bachelor's  gown  when  no  hood  is 
worn. 

Hoods  are  also  black.  The  doctor's  hood  is  four  feet  in  length;  the 
master's,  three  and  one-half  feet;  and  the  bachelor's,  three  feet.  Hoods  are 
lined  with  the  official  colors  of  the  university.  At  the  University  of  Illinois, 
these  are  orange  and  blue.  The  border  of  the  hood,  which  is  two  inches, 
three  inches,  and  five  inches  wide  for  the  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctor's 
degrees  respectively,  identifies  the  faculty  or  department  of  study  to  which 
the  degree  pertains. 

The  black  mortarboard  cap  is  standard  in  the  United  States.  Doctors 
wear  a  gold  tassel.  Usually  all  other  tassels  are  black,  but  where  the  grad- 
uating seniors  do  not  wear  a  hood,  as  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  the 
color  of  the  cap  tassel  indicates  the  department  of  study.  Tassels  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  are  always  worn  on  the  left  front  quarter  of  the  cap. 
Caps  are  customarily  removed  only  during  prayers,  and  then  by  men  only.

ACADEMIC  COSTUMES 


The  academic  costume,  consisting  of  cap,  gown,  and  hood,  originated 
in  about  the  twelfth  century.  It  was  primarily  worn  for  warmth.  Subse- 
quently, the  material  of  the  gown  and  the  lining  and  shape  of  the  hood 
represented  the  economic  and  social  as  well  as  the  academic  status  of  the 
wearer. 

In  the  United  States  the  great  majority  of  the  academic  costumes  now 
worn  are  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Code  of  1895.  Under  this  code,  bachelors'  gowns  are  made  with  pointed 
sleeves;  masters'  gowns  are  made  with  long  closed  sleeves  with  an  arc  near 
the  bottom  and  slits  for  the  arms;  doctors'  gowns  are  made  with  round 
open  sleeves.  All  gowns  are  black.  In  foreign  countries,  gowns  are  of 
various  colors. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are 
faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  with  three  velvet  bars  across  the  sleeves. 
The  facing  and  bars  may  be  black  or  they  may  be  the  color  of  the  field  of 
study.  Material  of  the  gown  and  hood  is  usually  of  cotton  or  worsted  for 
the  bachelors'  gowns  and  silk  for  the  masters'  and  doctors'  gowns.  Gowns 
are  worn  open,  except  for  the  bachelors'  which  are  closed  at  the  top  only. 
Women  may  wear  white  collars  with  bachelors'  gowns  when  no  hoods  are 
worn. 

Hoods  are  also  black.  The  doctor's  hood  is  four  feet  in  length;  the 
master's,  three  and  one-half  feet;  and  the  bachelor's,  three  feet.  Hoods  are 
lined  with  the  official  colors  of  the  university.  At  the  University  of  Illinois, 
these  are  orange  and  blue.  The  border  of  the  hood,  which  is  two  inches, 
three  inches,  and  five  inches  wide  for  the  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctor's 
degrees  respectively,  identifies  the  faculty  or  department  of  study  to  which 
the  degree  pertains. 

The  black  mortarboard  cap  is  standard  in  the  United  States.  Doctors 
wear  a  gold  tassel.  Usually  all  other  tassels  are  black,  but  where  the  grad- 
uating seniors  do  not  wear  a  hood,  as  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  the 
color  of  the  cap  tassel  indicates  the  department  of  study.  Tassels  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  are  always  worn  on  the  left  front  quarter  of  the  cap. 
Caps  are  customarily  removed  only  during  prayers,  and  then  by  men  only.
